IN THE IRMA FIELD 
SAYS PRESIDENT 


No oil has been struck in the Irma- 
Fabyan -\Wainwright fiett neeerding to 
a letter to the Vancouver Sun, from C, 
CG.’ Stillman, president of the imperial 
Cu, Limited. :

According to a recent statement by 
Commissioner E. S. Bishop there is a 
certain. amount “of confusion in, the 
‘public mind regarding responsibility 
the cnforcemeént — ofs.the liquor 
laws. This is ‘explained — by the com- 


| missioner as follows: : 


‘Throughout the province as a siliole, 
outside. cities and. larger towns, re- 
sponsibility rests with — the Alberta 
Provincial Police. In connection with 
this force, there is organized a special 
liquor squad, in order to increase their 
efficiency in this branch of their duty. 

In cities and towns, this Tesponsibil- 
ity rests on the municipal police and 
civic authorities. This arrangement be 
tween provincial and miunicipal auth- 
Orities was made mainly in the interest 
of economy ‘and to prevent utinecessary 
over-lapping. The ultimate responsibil 
ity for the maintenance of all law and 
however, in urban dnd rural 
communities alike, rests with the at- 
torney general, and he may, if cir- 
cumstances. justify it, utilize provin- 
cial police within a municipality. 


Prosecution of Stills. 

In the case of illicit manufacture by 
means of. stills, or “moonfshining”’, 
these offences come under the Inland 
Revenue -Act, which is a federal law. 
Responsibility, therefore, for detectirg 
prosecuting and punishing offenders 
of this class rests with the Dominion 
government officials, such as Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, and of- 
ficers of the department of inland rey- 
enue, whose instructions come from 
Ottawa, In order however, to deal more 
effectively with this kind of offence 
which is one of the'most prevalent and 
troublesome form of violation of liquor 
laws, special arrangements have been 
made between the department of the at 
torney general of Alberta and the de- 
partment of inland revenue, Ottawa. 
whereby twenty-five Alberta 
have. been duly ap- 
pointed’ special officers of the depart- 
ment of inland revenue, These men 
have been carefully stationed through 
out the province in order to make their 
services available where necessary. Co 
operating as they do very closely with 
all provincial police officers and in- 
land revenue officers, there has been 
a marked increase in the efficiency of 
the joint force in dealing with this a-

Let us consider just what shrinkage]: 


consists’ of and. when the greatest 
amount of it occurs. The making of 
hay from the freshly cut forage plants 
consists chiefly in the reduction of 
the moistire content from approxim- 
ately 65%; 75 %.to from 12-154, when 
the newy. ctired hay is stored in the 
barn or stack it goes through a process 
that is generally termed “sweating” 
during: which process still» further 
moisture is lost. Of. course we have 
other changes going on as well but 
the thing I wish to bring out is that 
shrinkage in weight during the whole 
process of curing hay consists almost 
entirely in the loss of water and not in 
food constituents. If only properly 
cured hay has been baled no alarm or 
annoyance should be felt at a small 
variation, from the original tagged 
weight. This variation is water and not 
food material and the bale has just as 
high feeding value aswhen first put up 
and weighed, 

By properly cured hay is meant hay 
that has been properly handled pre- 
vious to being put in the barn and has 
subsequently gone through the sweat- 
ing’ process which is normally ended 
about a month after storage. 

There are cases however, where hay 
is baled before going through the en~ 
tire curing process, In ‘such instances 
the orgininal bale does not contain all 
of the food constituents that it should 
because of the: excess moisture it car- 
ries. The shrigpkage in such hay, does 
represent a loss that the aes fig a 
legitimate fight to complain . The 
looseness of the binding nee often 
indicates hay. baled before being pro- 


perly cured and where this occurs the} 


buyer is well advised to ‘check up all 
tag weights: and if possible buy only 
by actual weight at time of delivery. 

_ Where ‘hay, either loose or in bales 
is brought according to weight at time 
of delivery the last cent in value ‘can 
be obtained by purchasing after a long 
dry period. To. the seller of ‘hay the 
reversé would hold, the greatest 
weight of a given quantity of cured 
hay being aftersa prolonged period of 
damp weather. As both the buyer and 
seller cannot be. accommodated at the 
same ‘time in this matter .the fairest 
thing to do for the producer’ to see 
that only thoroughly’ cured hay is bal- 
ed and for the consumer to accept the 
tag weight of such hay knowing that 
he is getting the food value he is payy 
ing’ for. 


Stamping Out 
Tubercolosis 


The Dominion Department of Agri- 


culture has taken a further step to 


wards. the eradication of tuberculosis|} 


in cattle. By an order-in-council.of Dec 
If, eradication by prescribed districts 
will be undertaken by the Heath .of 
Branch. The Department is 
prepared to apply quarantine to. re- 
stricted areas on the request of a pro- 
vincial government, and to test cattle 
for the disease, ‘The quarantine will 
be applied, insofar as bovine tuberculo 
sis is concerned, under such conditions 
as will prevent contract’ with cattle 
from outside. Owners of the cattle 
within the area*will be required to. as- 
sist the veterinary inspectors by col- 
lecting the cattle when required and by 
giving such help as may be reason- 
ably demanded. Testing: will be per- 
formed by accredited veterinarians 
and will be completed as rapidly as pos 
sible. Compensation up to two thirds 
the appraised value will be paid for 
‘such reactors as are destroved, Pro- 
vision is made for saving for breeding 
purposes valuable animaJs that react 
to the test. These, if the owner desires 
may be seregated under what is known 
as the “Bang system,” this being 
virtually. a quarantine from which 
only the newly born calves may bé 
saved and returned to the — healthy 


herd.

PYORRHEA 


Yo. 9. Of a series ‘of health talks, the 
The word pyorrhea means pus run- 
ning, Alveolus is’ the tooth socket; so 
pyorrhea alVveolaris would be pus run- 
ning from the socket of the tooth with 
the tooth still in place.
